| save oId Paper, Rags,
Leather and Rubber.

Wasdte paper of all kinds can be
ugéd In making new paper or paper
boards, All the chipboard from wfiich
Iordlurx pasteboard boxes are made is
manufactured out of mixed waste pu-
per seraps gathered up In the stores
nnd other ploces, Newspapers make
a better grade of board known as
new Strong wrapplng paper
mixed with sulphate pulp are used In
making test, or strong chipboard, from
which shipping containers of all kinds
are made. These are taking the places
of wooden boxes, thereby conserving
the forests,

The finer grades of waste paper such
as old magazines, books, statlonery,
ete,, are sorted out, de-inked, and used
agaln in making books, writing and
other grades of paper, In making
boards and ledgers, etc., a considerable
quantity of rags are necessary, -the
supply of which Is becoming very
séarce. It Is imperative, therefore,
that all rags be saved. Every house-
hold should save all of its old paper
and rags, as well as leather, rubber,
ete,, and dispose of them to the school-
children, Salvation army, junkmen or
other quarters so that the supply may
be kept adequate tormeet the demands
of the government and othergessential
uses, * .

0 PREVENT FISH FROM
ENTERING WRONG RIVER

Thousands of Dollars to Be
Saved by Oklahoma Man’s
Invention.

Thousands of dollars annually will
be saved, it 1s expected, in the Pacific
Northwest fisherles Industry by a de-
vice Invented by Henry T. Burkey of
OkMmhoma. The invention is an elec-
tric fish stop.

Because there has been no efficient
way to prevent fish following wrong
streams, hatcherles have lost thou-
sands. @f dollars every year. Nets
across the mouths of rivers have
proved costly and ineflicient. Keep-
Ing fish away from Intake and irriga-
tion ditches Is a difficult problem
solyved by the electric fish stop.

The Mmvention, which establislies
electric flelds of graduated voltage
feross a stream, s sald to be cheaper
than any device so far conceived, as
the power Is furnished by the force
of the current turning a turblne dy-
namo, o

A fleld of 25 volts Is located farthest
down stream and small ish coming In
contact with the electrle current are
turned back into the mnin current of
the river. Flelds of Inereasing volt-
age act on fish of larger size. Fish are
exiremely sensitive to electrle currents
and the water greatly Increases the
conductlvity of the electricity.

When Burkey has completed ar
rangements with the Northwest fish-
erles he will go to Alaska at the Invi-
tation of the Alaska burean of fish-
erles to demonstrate his electric stop
in the North.
